WOBLD'S FAIB OBou»Da, CracAao, 


Jnly 29.—A singular feature of the 
World's fair thus far has been tho ab- 
sence of heat victims. There hw not 
been a single fatal case of sunstroke, 
nor even one of prostration from the 
effects of the heat, although the ther- 
mometer has been soaring up in the 
lineties and over for the past few days. 
This peculiar but happy coincidence 
can only be accounted for by of- 
cers of the exposition medical bu- 
reau by the fact that the proxim- 
ity of Jackson park to the lake af- 
fords a cooling breeze to the tired and 
exhausted visitors, saving them from 
sunstroke and prostration from heat 
Another source of safety for visitors 
comes from the ample shade afforded 
by the big buUdings of the exposition 
Many havo discretion when they feel 
the effects of the exposure to run to 
the shade of the buildings either out- 
side or inside, and thus escape « ride 
to the Emergency hospital. 


The average number of ordinary 


oases received at the hospital each day 
is thirty, but not one is of sustroke or 
heat prostration. All are of exhaus- 
tion or a giving out of physical energy. 
The doctors report that in the most 
heated part of the day the women pre- 
dominate, and all recover quickly, but 
in the case of men it is hard to bring 
them around. The thermometer was 
at 90 deg and over all day, but the 
average number of heat cases remained 
the same 


There was much complaining on tho 


part of patrons of the Wellington 
Catering Oo. because they were com- 
peted to put on their coats or leave the 
lunch rooms or restaurants of the con- 
cern at department buildings,/ Many 
men came In with their coats on their 
arms because of the heat, but they 
were met at the doors with a firm re- 
quest to cover their shirt sleeves or 
leave the place. They usually did the 
former and! the dignity of the catering- 
company olid the sensitiveness of tho 
women patrons were conserved 
Minting at the National Geographical 
Oommiislon.

Because the tveather affects every- 


body, ererybpdy is Interested in It, 
whether we #et it hot or cold, or wet 
or dry. There are affected people in 
the worid who pretend to despise dis- 
cussions ol the weather. Such as these 
say that a loudnena for weather talk 
Indicates an unfurnished mind. Bat 
snch critics do not mean what they say. 
They are only fooling. There is not a 
mother's son or daughter in the world 
who does not think about the weather, 
like to talk about it, and, more than 
that, hold opinions as to what produces 
a, cold season and what a hot one. Con' 
riderfng- these facts, It is one of tbe 
Strangest things In the world that the 
science of meteorology should be less 
advanced than any other. Indeed, not 
much progress has been made in it 
since the days when the priests made 
sacrifices to appease the anger of heath- 
en gods, or since, under a newer and 
gentler dispensation, men prayed for 
rain. It is true that we gather weather 
reports and telegraph them from place 
to place so that, using the course of the 
winds as factors in the problem, the 
weather clerks can estimate what 
the weather will be for twelve hours 
or so in 
advance with possibly 


a little more accuracy 
than the 


old-tune farmer could foretell it by a 
glance at the skies. But this is an ad- 
vance not worthy to be conceited about 
We can neither make it rain nor cause 
the rain to stop. But some day, when 
we understand things better, we will 
he able, maybe, to do these very things. 


For a dozen years or so there has 


been an effort to account for cooler 
summers aud warmer winters than 
those that were usual when our grand- 
fathers were young. 
One theory was 


that the gulf stream had changed Its 
course and now flowed much nearer the! 
American shores. No scientist of repu- 
tation ever advanced this theory, but 
when the weather was chilly in sum- 
Dier or balmy in winter one heard this 
theory discussed on every side. These 
amateur meteorologista did not pretend 
to tell how the gulf stream happened to1 
get switched off from its old course, bnt 
they seemed to believe It all the same. 
They seemed, also, to take it as well 
proven that the American climate had 
changed, and that we were never 
going to have again either extrem- 
ity of heat or cold. We wonder what 
they think now? Last summer there 
was week after week of weather so hot 
that those in clUes pent gasped for 
breath like fish out of water. That 
must have shaken the faith of some of 
the •weather-sharps, And the remnant 
of the faith of those who held to the 
gulf-stream theory must now be aban- 
doned, for has not this been a winter 
old-f aahioned enough to please the most 
hardened reactionary? 


The truth appears to be that the cli- 


mate has not changed. It does not dif- 
fer much from the climate of lifty or a 
hundred years ago It Is the people 
who bave changed. They are more sen 
aitive to heat and cold, because they are 
more nervous and high-strung. Then, 
on the other hand, they live differently. 
They are better housed, better fed, bet- 
ter clothed, and, above all, they have 
better habits. 
They perceive, the 


changes in temperature, but are not so 
much Incommoded by them. There- 
fore, some think that the gulf-stream 
has changed its course, and so made tha 
donate different But the gulf-stream 
Is right where it always has been, 
and probably it will continue to do 
business at the same old stand.— Frank 
Leslie's Weekly.

Tbe Circuit Clerk Must Hereafter 


Draw His Panel Blindfolded. 


Hereafter circuit clerks in this state 


moat be blindfolded before drawing their 
list ot juror j from the box. This is one 
of thetreakaot the last legislature, and 
has at least tha virtue ot being harm- 
less. This, of course, refers to the selec- 
tion of petit jarorB, as the grand jurors 
are selected personally by the supervisors. 


The grand list of petit jurors is pre- 


pared once in two years by the oounty 
supervisors, and at their annual meeting 
in September a select list ia made for 
the following year. These names are 
placed in a box in charge of the ooanty 
clerk. 


At thie point the new law ocmeain Bed 


changes the old proceeding. It provides 
that at least twenty days before the 
first day ot any trial term of any ot said 
court*, the clerk of said court shall repair 
to the office ot the ooanty alerk. and in 
the presence of the oounty judge and ot 
such ooanty clerk, after the box contain- 
ing the names have been well shaken up 
by tbe ooanty clerk, and being blind- 
folded, ahall, without partiality, draw 
from said box a Btifnaient number o! said 
persons then reeidenta ot snid oounty. 
not less tban thirty for each two weeks 
that snob court will probably be in ses- 
sion, for the trial ot common law oases.
